“ Why, Doctor, you don’t tuppoee that we would lltb or shoot 
on Sundayl’’ 

The Doctor laughed heartily. “ How wat It last Sunday on 
Paradox Ltket Who went flthlngl” 

“ Why, John did,” he tald, “ there wat neither meat nor Sth 
In the bonte.’’ 

*' True, Morrell, but he did not go alone.’’ 

“ Mo, Doctor, you and I went along, and I won’t tay who wet 
a line and caught a big bate.

The Heraldry of Fish. 

CBABcts vox raoPLi woo want ooats or Anns. 

We laugh sometimes at cod-fish aristocracy, we sneer at It, 
and hold the strong-smelling fish as tha rankest type of a shoddy 
aristocracy. Would any enriched Qloucester fisherman ever dare 
to emblazon bis carriage with a Ash in token of bis appreciation 
of the cod! He might, and though tbe tangrt <u«ls, who put 
lions and unicorns on their coats of srms, would deride him, he 
might reply: “I have a certain right to It; there Is a prece¬ 
dent, too. I may not have coursing In my veins the blood of the 
Kings of Denmark, but allow me to remark that Gules, a stock¬ 
fish argent or crowned, Is tbe approprisle arms of Iceland, and 
that the King of the Danes bears the dried ood In tbe royal 
achievement, and that be la rather proud of this emblem that 
otherwise.” 

Tbe adoption of fish ss a coat of arms Is quite familiar to those 
who dabbla In that quaint old study of heraldry. Undoubtedly, 
many a proud family owes Its origin to tbe humblest source, and 
fortanas galoeil by eatchtog cod, herrings, sod salmon have laid 
the stepplnf-etooes to future grandeur. Now, heraldry has a 
speolal liking for punning, and If, by any chance, tbe dd Oar- 
ters-at-aroM cosJd twist a man's name Into tha semblance of a 
Mrd, a beast, or a fish, they never allowed tha opportunity to 
pass. Punning was even introduced Into epitaphs; for IqMance. 
Arloste wrote tbe followlag disticb on ths Mai^nls dl Ptseara, 
who was tbe great Oeoeral ot the armies of Charles V.: 

-k PUcalor maximns Ills I 

Mnaqnld St ble places cspllT aoa; erfuqulu! Utbes.'' 

We have a oommon saying to e xpr ess oo tbe part of an ladl- 
vtlnal tha aoundset of kasith Tbs Podunk Pet may be about 
oatertagon a ssoatu’s walking-match, and ws, at hto confiding 


backers, are quite satisfied when tha trainer asenras na that the 
Podunk Pet U “ as sound as a roach.” Now, Is the roach any 
more frisky than other fish, and baa he greater powers ot endur- 
sncel Not a bit of It. Tbe story about tbe roach comes from a 
legend ot the good 8L Roche, whose mediation was implored by 
persons afflIcM with tha pla^e. Now, at St Roche was sup¬ 
posed to be a saint who wta an able hMith-gIver, at tha same 
time It wat fancied that he must be a vigorous man. People then 
said, to express their freedom from ;»ln or bodily atlmanta: 
“I am sound as Bt Roche.” In time, all remembrances of tbe 
saint ware forgotten, and “ sound as a roach ” wat substituted. 
Tbe Italians have a strange proverb; “ g $ano eomt 0 imsm”— 
at sound at a fish—which may have the tame origin. Now, 
goln^from the fish to tbe family, there ate the De la Roches, old 
^teb peopls, whose origin dates back from the year 1300. On 
a seal of 1801, preaervtd In the Chapter House of Westminster, 
there may be found the roaches. Of course, tbe name wat as¬ 
sociated too with rocAs, tbe French for a rock, and their motto 
was “ fXsu Sri me AoeAs.” God Is my rock. 'This Inclination to 
run into tbe rebus, might be cited In hundreds 
of esses, where fish are used. The Beckford family 
take their name and split It In two, Beefort, or 
strong beak, and use for crest a heron with hla long beak, 
nipping a fish. Not only are fish used, but shells. Tbe walk 
baa not much aristocracy about It, but Sir Timothy Shelley, 
father of Percy Byesha Shelley, bora three whelks oo his shield. 
This tendency to take names and Illustrate them by pictures may 
be older than time. Cains Marins, who was a peasaqj’a son, 
used a dolphin on coins as a rebus on bis name. The dolpbtn, 
lo an Ichthyological sense, has been a very much-abused fish. 
The old Greeks, who made such admirable copies of nature, gave 
us. In tbe coins of Syracuse, dolphins which any sailor could rec¬ 
ognize, but In time this cetacean became subject to all kinds of 
fanciful deviations. Sometimes tbe dolphin has a half-human 
face—mostly his snout Is turned up—eo that bis elegant shape Is 
spoiled. AU bookisb men know the Aldus symbol on his great 
volumes, and the Pickering device. For an abeurd fish, having 
no resemblance to the dolphin, to cite tbe arms of the Dauphin 
of France is sufficient. Of course In the Dark and Middle Ages, 
fine distinctions In natural history were unknown, so, accord¬ 
ingly, anything which grew In the sea was good for Lent Tbe 
sesd, then the sea-calf ot heraldry, was a prime fish, and, under 
monkish rule, good Catholics could est seal; they might, too, if 
they liked, gorge themselves with whale-blubber, and commit no 
sin. As In heraldic patter, how a fish was drawn made great 
differences, there were no less than three positions which were 
allowed. If a fish had his eyes wide open, be was called Mlumt 
—which might be translated, “ all on fire;” If be bad his month 
open, be was panw, or at tbe laistgasp—like a mackerel on a 
gravel bank; or If he was slanting upward, he was designated as 
hauriatU, which latter term is not translatable. Returning to the 
dolphin as a heraldic emblem, our own Benjamin Franklin had a 
right to use It, though It Is quite certain that this famous man 
was quite Indifferent to such nonsense. There are some fami¬ 
lies In England who use the dolphin, claiming Greek and Vene¬ 
tian origin. It was tbe Venetian who went crazy over his armo¬ 
rial bearings, and swore by bis fJbro (VOro. Once, daring the 
Canadian war, a low-down family—snobs. In fact—wanted to 
have the Libro d'Oro opened and their names Inscribed therein; 
but MIcbtelll, a nob of the Ebettorall—a descendant of one of 
tbe twelve original families—gave this famous reply, “ rouferl 
flgli ma non mai tunderla nobilUa," which meant In vulgar En¬ 
glish, “ I am quite wUlIng to sell my children but not my oobU- 
Ity.” Of course, the cads were squelched. Tbe whale was none 
too big to be put on a coat of arms. The arms of WbaUey Ab¬ 
bey, lo Lancashire, were three whales swallowing aa many cro¬ 
siers. Tbe family of Swallow took In tbe whale aa a joke, their 
arms being a whale swallowing tbe mast of a ship. With tbe 
whale, of course, tbe harpoon came in, and a Nantucket or New 
Bedford skipper of to-day, if he wanted to be really somebody, 
might use the whale and tbe Irons, and the English Wallys, or 
Wballeys, would not have a word to say. 

Everybody who has read Shakespeare knows about tbe Lucy 
family, and how they quartered tbe pike on their blazon, the 
pike being the luce In heraldry. Pope Lucius did not escape the 
joke In his name, which was written up as follows; 

“ Lucins eat piacls, rex ot tyrannna squsrinm, 

A qno cltscordat t.uclns Islu psmm.'' 

In Scotland a ged and a pike are synonymous; therefore, tbe 
Geds all bear pikes. Great BIr Walter Scott does not forget this, 
for In “Red Gauntlet,” he writes; “The heralds, who have 
given Images of fish, fowl, and beasts, assign the ged for their 
device and escutcheon, and hewed It over chimneys, and placed 
above their tombs tbe fish called the lack, pike or luce, and In our 
tongue a ged.” Tbe Pickerings, all have some kind of a nonsen¬ 
sical right to use the pike. Of course. If anybody wascalled shad, 
he might take this for his emblem. 

Since Prof. Baird Is so desirous of Introducing the carp to 
public notice, tbe Important part tbe cyprinotde has played In 
heraldry should be preseated. Tbe Rohans use tbe carp In their 
blazon, but It l«ln India most especially that this fish Is honored. 
There Is an Oriental legend that runs as follows: When Abra¬ 
ham was about sacrificing Isaac and bis hand was staid, he Aung 
his knife Into a pool, and the blade transfixed a fish, which was 
the CyprianuM roUta, or the mshi marallb, ot the Ganges. Tbe 
dignity of tbe mabi maratib originated with Genghis Khan, and 
dates as far bsck as tbe thirteenth century. When (}eo. Lake, lo 
1807, wss created Viscount Lake of Delhi and Laswaree, his 
Asiatic honors were described an bis blazon by means of tbs carp. 
Now, the gudgeon may not be thought to be a noble Ash, but 
.some old English families, notably the Gobyons, from whence 
tbe Earls of Southampton sprang, use this little fish. In France 
the Goujons, and especially Jean Goujon, tbe famous sculptor 
and architect, sported the gudgeon. Breams and chubs both 
have their admirers. Reference has already been made to the 
Roche family using tbe roach. Now, on sn old seal, said to bare 
beloued to an Archbishop of Canterbury, of the time of Rich, 
ard IL, there Is a representation ot tbe murder of St Thomas 
a Becket. One grim knight, with uplifted sword, threatens tbe 
martyr, and on the shield of tbe mtn at arms three roaches are 
figur^. From this. It has bean argued that lu addition to 
Fitz-Une, Tracy, Morvtile, and Brito, a Roebe, or a De la Roche, 
must have been mixed up In that ugly business, though the fam¬ 
ily have always tried to show so alibi. There Is hardly a fish 
which eaeapas the herald, and the minnow sod perch, smelt and 
mullet were all made Illustrious. Now, tbe salmon Is a nobis 
fish, a^ numberless are tbe arms of Scotch, Irish and English 
famlliss which bear the salmon, not conotlng the towns Conn 
O’Neil, afterward Earl ot Tyrone, bore tbe salmon, as do 
tbe Powletta. Tbe German minor principalities of Salms-Salma 
la undoubledl} darivsd from salmon. Tbe Caters nae a 
aaloron, because cater, or caterer, meant purveyor, and some 
butler or lackey In tha Middle Agee, possibly serrlag at aa Areh- 
Usbop’s dinner, look tbe salmon sa his emblem. The Saus- 
broke and Sambrooke tamUles use the same lah. The good City 
of Glasgow bean the following arms, thna deseribed In heraldic 
jargon: “ On a mount a tree with a bird on a branch to tbe dex¬ 
ter, and a bell pendent on tbe stoleter aide, the stem of tbe tree 
soraonoled by a salmon In teas, having lo Its month a gold ring ” 
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Thu hell mtsbt mean that when U wa< rung the QUagow 
tbeauelT..

CHAPTER UI. 

OBlfgRAL MAJrAOKMEirT OP 0008. 

HatIdjc got hli dog comfortablj homed, the oezt datj of the 
owner U to lee to the loternel errengement end comfort of hU 
keoneU. SdlUhlebeochei heve been prorlded.bat ufetoo ellmlon 
hea been tnede to the bedding whldi ahouldbeenpplled on them. 
Haj baa been raoommended, but there li a partlenlar and great 
objection to It, on account of Its so easily working Into the coat 
of a long-hair^ dog. From anecooomic^ point of rlew also It Is 
far leas preferable than straw, which as a bedding for all sorts of 
dogs la oosurpassed. We hare found wheaten straw superior to 
oaten when It can be obtained, as It lasts longer, and Is more 
comfortable for the dogs to He on. 

Ilao; breeders of the larger and hardier varieties seldom, If 
ever, give their dogs anything to lie upon but bare boards, either 
from motives of economy, or In the belief that bedding Is Injuri- 
om to their coats. The latter objection Is certainly a fallacy, 
as considerably more harm la likely to befall a dog’s appearance 
If he Is deprived of a warm and comfortable bed, than If be Is 
snugly benched aodagood night’s rest Insured. The wooden bench 
shown In Fig. 4 should always be provided with the ledge round 
the front side, so as to prevent the straw falling off, which It Is 
very apt to do when the dog makes himself comfortable In bed or 
leaps from It on to tbe ground. 

Many persons are partial to pine shavings for bedding, and 
we have used them satisfactorily ourselves when straw bas been 
unprocurable. The chief virtue of shavings appears to He In the 
amount of turpentine which is contained in them; and It bas 
been stated that no fleas or other vermin can exist In a kennel 
where shavings are constantly In use as bedding material. This 
opinion Is at least exaggerated, for we have found that fleas ars 
to some extent proof against these shavings, thongh no doubt 
tbe odor of the turpentine Is very dlstastefnl to them. Of course. 
In tbe case of large kennels In neighborhoods where straw la very 
dear and shavings cheap, it would be Impossible to Ignore the 
advantages of the latter; but they seem to break op and get 
dusty so soon, besides being bard and uocomfortahle to the dogs, 
tLat we cannot recommend them to be supplied to show dogs, at 
all events on the eve of an exhibition. Some breeders, sgain, use 
sawdust on their dogs’ sleeping benches; but this practice Is 
a thoroughly bad one. Such biding gets Into the ears and 
eyes of the dogs lying on it, and causes them great annoyance, 
If not absolute suffering. In addition to this, the trouble of 
getting sawdust out of their coats is very considerable. It Is, no 
doubt, very good for tbe floor of the kennel, but has no recom¬ 
mendation whatsoever as an article of bedding. 

Some dogs require a renewal of their bedding much oftener 
than others, but on no aiiconot should It be left In longer than 
a week; and before the clean straw Is placed on the bench, the 
latter should be thoroughly well cleansed, and. If necessary, 
scrubbed out with a bard brush. 

During tbe hot Summer months bedding Is quite an unneces¬ 
sary luxury for most breeds, even when their kennels are out of 
doors. In fact, very few dogs will consent to He on straw if tbe 
weather Is very warm, and will rid themselves of it It snpplled 
them by stratcblng It outside their kennel. Under any circum¬ 
stances dog owners should be most careful to see that the bed¬ 
ding la clean and dry, for nothing Injures tbe gloss on a dog’s 
c at more than a b^ of frowsy, damp straw. It Is also fouuii 
that the animal Is very likely to be attacked with rheumatism If 
bia bench la In an unhealthy state. 

rUDINO. 

There is no doubt that a great deal of a dog’s goodness goes 
In at the month. By this we mean that a well-nourished yonog 
dog Is certain to turn out a better animal than one whose wants 
In this re.pect have been n^lected. Tbe greatsecrets In feeding 
are—firstly, wholesome food; and secondly, variety In diet. We 
do not, certainly, advocate the feeding of dogs wholly upon 
meal; such a diet Is most Injudicious, as It heats them, and In 
tbe case of sporting dogs Injures tbelr nose. Twice or three 
times a week, however, we do recommend meat to be given. In 
addition to the meal or biscuits which form tbe staple portion of 
‘the dally meal. Unsound, maggoty meat, such as we have 
seen supplied In more than one kennel, Is sure to affect health 
sooner or later, and dogs will thrive better on a small quantity 
of sound food than upon an unlimited supply of bad quality. 
By a proper arrangement with his butcher, an owner can gener¬ 
ally tw supplied with the rightsort of animal food upon really rea¬ 
sonable terms. 

A great subject of discussion amongst breeders Is how many 
times a day dogs should be fed. In the case of old dogs, we 
consider once a day quite enough. If they are given as much as 
they can eat than. In such a ease the evening la the best time 
for feeding, for many reasons; espeolaUy as It allows the dogs 
to be pot by oomfortably for the night, and they will generally 
go to sleep quietly after feeding. Puppies, however, require food 
ro'ore frequently, and one or two extra meals should be supplied 
them. 

The meat blaeuita which are to largely used In most kennels 
from exeelleot diet, and can be given dry or soaked. If crushed 
up and steeped In boHIng gravy, vary few dogs will refuse them, 
even at first, and after a time all get to Hke them. The chief 
objeeUon to meat blscnlt< Is, that so much depends upon tbs 
quality of meat contained In them; for If It Is bad It Is worse 
than useless as food fOr dogs. There are, however, good booses 
which sap^y biscuits whose quality It In all points abort tus- 
plelon, aM from sxpertanee gained In our own kennels we can 
■ay with eertainty that sneh Msenlts are both wholesome and 
nulrltiona. Another good food as a haais of diet la coarse ost- 
Bsal, which should bt thoroughly well boiled, or It will disarm 
tsagn lbs dog's stomach. Stals bread and ship Msenit, If net 
*esrUy, are used for changes In diet with good rssnlls, hot 
hatorally tbs msat portloa of tbs food is that upon which moat 
<lapsods. B b ssps’ htadt, horse-flash, bullocks’ tripes, paunebea, 
•ad Um, art all sseeUent additions to Iho maal and Msenit. 
Ws rseoasmeadlhat lbs meal be boiled Is tbsNquor In which the 
Deads sod hofus-flssh have hssn prsvloutly rookad, and tbe flash 
ehopped np sad added to It In mors or leas quantity, as tbe 
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dog’s condition requires. The biscuits wbldi already oontaln 
meat can be soak^ and the tripe and pannehes with 

them. , 

Bice Isa great deal given In tome kennels, but Its fat-produc¬ 
ing properties are so far In excess of Its bone and mnaels-prodnc- 
Ing oonatltnenta, that except as an occasional change, we do not 
recommend It for general use. Pearl-barley Is superior to rice In 
every way, and we have got flesh on many a sickly dog with 
this food combined with scrape. Boiled potatoes. If crushed 
and mixed with gravy, are also a good change. 

Liver Is a food which dogs are very fond of, and It Is a flrst-rste 
addition when the bowels are at aU conflned. It costs considera¬ 
bly more than tbe other meats we have mentioned, and this. In 
addition to Ha powers as an aperient, prevents Its constant use 
In a kennel. Paunches we do not attach much Importance to aa 
either strengthening or fattening food; bot though the oourlsb- 
menl contained In them Is small In comparison, they are liked by 
the dogs, and are serviceable as a cooling diet If given now and 

then. In all cases they should be thoroughly well washed and 
scalded before being given, as In many cases they contain par¬ 
asites, which must be destroyed lest they Injure the dog’s Internal 
organa 

From remarks which have gone before It will be seen that 
variety In diet Is not a very dllllcnlt matter, even In a large ken¬ 
nel, aa we have blculta In two forms, dry and soaked, and meal 
boiled In soup as tbe staple, without reckoning the supply of 
horse-flesh which would remain after some bad been added to tbe 
other food. Horses suitable for slaughtering can usually be 
bought for from one pound to thirty sbllHogs, and there la always 
something to come b^k from the bide and bones after the dogs 
have done with the latter. If boOfd <u soon at UUtd, the flesh wUI 
keep sweet for a long time; but In large kennels It Is wonderful 
bow soon It can be disposed of. 

It will be been that more or less cooking Is, necessary. For 
one or two dogs a large saucepan will anfllce. which may be At- 
ted over an atmospheric gss-bumer, If the supply Is convenient. 
When more than this Is required, very good Iron boilers can be 
bought of most Ironmongers for a few shillings, and fixed In tbe 
corner of the shed or any outhouse, by which the offensive smell 
of the cooking In kept away from the dwelling-house. Only In 
large kennels will more than this be required; for them it will 
generally be found cheapest In the end to have a regular boller- 
bouse, or at least a couple of boilers regularly fixed, as In wash¬ 
houses, which should for convenience be fitted wltb supply and 
draw-off taps. The boiler, of any sort, should be placed so as to 
give most ready access to all parts of tbe establishment. 

Bones from which most of the meat Is scraped shonid be fre¬ 
quently supplied, but care must be taken to keep tbe dogs apart 
whilst they are gnawing them,, or a light will be the conseque^. 
Not only do bones amuse the dog for hours, bot they beMflt 
the teeth considerably, and help to strengthen Ihe jaws. Large 
bones are preferable, as small ones may be bolted whole and stick 
In tbe ibroat 

Having enumerated so many varieties of food which are all 
more or less wholesome, a supposititious dietary table may not be 
out of place. Wo will assume that arrangements have been 
made by which a certain supply of sheep’s beads and tripes can 
be obtained; and that biscuits or meal are on the premises. On 
Sunday, then, tbe bill of fare maybe dry,crushed blscust8,.A>t(oiM(f 
by some of tbe bones of tbe sheep's besds. (If they are given at 
the same time, the biscuits wlU not be touched, and the dogs not 
have enough food) On .Monday and Friday the liquor In which 
the heads were boiled may be given, mixed with meal, green vege¬ 
tables, and a HttU tripe. Tuesday and Thursday biscuit may be 
given dry; whilst Wednesday's dinner may be the meat of t(|e 
beads, with a little dry biscuit; and on Saturday rice, stale bread, 
or pearl barley, can be boiled op with paunch or liver. Such a 
scale.3s this. Is, of course, only suitable for dogs that have a 
good amount of exercise, and where this Is not the case, the 
amount of animal food should be reduced with discretion; the 
scheme being only given as affording an Idea of the method In 
which tbe many Ingri^lents at command may be turned to ac¬ 
count In affording a varied diet. It Is always useful to have some 
sort of plan ^ go by, though some dogs will often require a par¬ 
ticular regimen. 

Dogs that are " bad doers” require special treatment, and 
should be offered more tempting diet in small quantities two or 
three times a day. If a large dish foil of food Is placed before 
a dog who feeds badly. It Is very apt to sicken him, and make 
him refuse to eat at all; whereas a little given him from his mas¬ 
ter’s band will most likely be swallowed eagerly. Cow’s odder, 
well boiled. If given to delicate dogs. Is almost always eagerly 
devoured, and certainly helps to put flesh on their bones. With 
regard to the feeding of light fleshed dogs, the late Mr. Samuel 
Handley, of Manchester, once gave us a bint which baa often 
proved valuable. His advice was to get some bullocks “throt¬ 
tles” or gullets, and having chopped them up small, to boll with 
pearl-barley, and add a few currants. This Is a very fattening 
food, and much liked. 

When soft food Is given It Is very desirable that some boiled 
vegetable shonid be mixed with it, as this pnriflea tbe blood and 
keeps the bowels In good condition. Cabbage, brocoll, tnrnlp- 
tope, and, when they can be gfot, young netiles, are the best and 
easiest cooked, and one or other should be supplied at least twice 
a week. When, however, these cannot be procured, it Is neces¬ 
sary to resort to other means, and try what mild physic will do 
Instead. Get equal tnlglUi each of milk of sulphur and magne¬ 
sia (this will give rather more magnesia than sulphur), and either 
mix It np with tbe soft food, or rub np with a little milk, and give 
It to the dogs. We prefer the latter plan, aa many dogs do not 
Hke it In their dinner, and eat less In consequence. The dose Is 
a tea-spoonful for a fifty-pound dog, and If mixed wltb milk It 
should be of tbe cooslstency of cream. It la a good plan to give 
a dose of tbe above all round once a week In Hummer, and twice 
a month in Winter; and even if the vegetables are not given, this 
Is often enough, unless Individual dogs may be disarranged 
In their bowels, and require a mild aperient. This Is also 
the best remedy we know for eruptions on tbe skin when they 
are caused by bed blood,'and should then be given everyday 
for a week, and after that alternate days until the dogs get better. 

Borne antboritles recommend that dogs shonid be M from off 
the ground, but we consider this a thoroughly bad plan. The 
best feeding vessels for single dogs are round tin baklog-tlos, 
which can be bought at anr Ironmonger’a By using these, each 
dog can be given bla portion, and the tin afterwards removed and 
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washed out ready for tbs next day. Tbeaa vessels are, however, 
Inappropriate for tbe naa of a number of pnpplaa, or. In fact, any 
dogs when a number era fed together, and tha beet trongh then 
Is such a one aa Is lllnatratad In Fig. 9. It It too heavy to ovar- 
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turn, and tbe dogs cannot so eaaUy steal each other’s share, 
owing to the dlvlalana. 

A constant supply of fresh water Is moat ImportaoL Tbe value 
of attention to this point can hardly be over-estimated, for though 
a dog will drink almost anything, he Is sure to be upset by bad 
water sooner or later. Every owner should satisfy himself that 
his water troughs are thoroughly emptied and rinsed out each 
morning, for they are apt to get slimy round the edges and bot¬ 
tom If let stand loo long, the consequence being that the water Is 
polinted before It gets to tbe dogs. The best sort of drinking 
vessel la a simple earthenware open spittoon, aa shown In Fig. 
10 ; these can be easily washed oat, and from their shape are very 
dlfflnlt to overturn. In the case of large breeds, for which these 
vessels would hold an Insufliclent supply, we strongly recommend 
an enameled Iron trough similar In shape to the feeding-trough 
shown In Fig. 9. 
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Having thus described the feeding of dogs where considera¬ 
ble numbers are kept, and which consequently require regular 
business arrangements to be made, a few lines may be devoted to 
tbe requirements of those who only keep one or two dogs In¬ 
doors. Inexperienced persons often Inquire how to feed their 
pets, and the first question generally Is, whether scrape from the 
table Injure the health. From what has gone before. It may be 
gleaned that acrape given vUhjudgmtnt are a very beneficial diet. 
The main thing, never to be lost sight of. Is that the supply of 
meat given a dog most greatly depend upon tbe life he leads; 
and In the case of dogs kept In-doors, the amount of exercise 
they get Is usually In one extreme or the other. The household 
pet Is either tbe constant companion of tbe members of his maa- 
iDf’s family In their walks, and thereby, between one and the 
other, gets a good deal of exercise; or he Is a petted little toy 
which la considered too delicate to leave the fireside, and so gets 
scarcely any running about at all. In the former of these cases 
a moderate amount of meat Is decidedly beneficial; In the latter, 
the lot ht gtu Uu Utter. From one-quart, r to one-third meat la 
sufficient for most In-door dogs, and the rest of bis food should 
consist of bread-crumbs, vegetables, crushed-up potatoes, pie¬ 
crust, etc., etc., with a little gravy added. Bones now and then 
should be given to gnaw, but too much meat must not be left on 
them, and If an additional meal Is r qulred nothing can surpass 
dry biscuits. A dog will always Sdt when he Is hungry, and 
tender-hearted mistresses should console themselves. If they see 
their dog leaving a portion of his food, by the conviction that a 
little wholesome diet.Is better for their pet than a bounteous faro 
of unsuitable materials. Dogs cannot speak when their food 
disagrees with them, and tbe life of many a little pampered toy 
Is rendered a burden to him by the Injudicious femllng of an 
over-indulgent master or mistress. Instead of getting a run In 
the open air he Is doomed to a life of unnatural Inertness, and 
bla stomach Is periodically crammed with the richest and most un¬ 
wholesome food which could possibly be selected for him. How 
can It be wondered at, then, that toy dogs extend to such unnat¬ 
ural dimensions, that their teeth decay, that their bodies break 
out Into sores, and their ears canker, canting them to become 
objects of disgust to all who have tbe misfortune to be associated 
with them. Whereas, had the same dogs been fed judiciously 
on plainer scraps from the table, and their drink beeu pure 
water, the abominations of cream, milk, “ tlt-blls,” etc., being es¬ 
chewed, they would have been lively and handsome companions 
for any lady In her walks, and a gratification to those to whom 
they belong. 

BXCHCI 8 B. 

Wo have Implied that a good and daily amount of exercise Is 
most essential to the general health of all dogs. Some varieties 
can exist for a cerUin time without proper attention In this re¬ 
spect, but In tbe majority of breeds a liberal allowance of out¬ 
door exercise must be provided If they are to bo kept. In real 
health and spirits. Dogs ami bitches kept for breeding pur¬ 
poses eannot have too much open air under judicious man¬ 
agement, and the health and future excellence of young stock Is 
greatly affected by tbe liberty they obtain. The means by which 
the necessary amount of exercise Is given the dogs must neces¬ 
sarily depend on the situation of the kennels and the space and 
time at Iheir owner’s disposal. If the establishment Is In tbe 
country the task of exercising tbe dogs Is a very easy ons, tbe 
adjacent meadows offering every facility. But In towns the case 
Is different, and means have to be devised by which comparative 
liberty can be obtained without risk to the dogs and annoyance 
to the neighbors. Under all circumstances a covered-ln run is 
a very desirable addition to a range of kennels, for then the dogs 
cn be exercised In all weathers, and an admirable run for young 
puppies formed. Unfortunately few breeders can afford tbe 
space that such an erection would occupy; but wo allude to it 
lest the merits of an empty barn might be overlooked when ex¬ 
ercising comes to be considered. In the case of dogs whose tem¬ 
peraments are peaceful, no difficulty will be found In Uking 
them out for an hour or two’s run In the morning, when few 
people and conveyances are about; and this, with a dally turn of 
greater or less extent In the kennel yard, will suffice for most 
animals. The sporting varieties will, of course, require more 
eierdse and special treatment, which will be gone into In tbe 
chapter on breaking. 

It Is not good to let dogs be exposed too long to a hot Sum¬ 
mer’s sun; for lying aboal In It Is sure to disarrange tbelr health, 
and render them dull and languid. Where they are let run In 
yards a plentiful supply of water should always be within reach, 
and this shonid be kept In a shady comer out ^ the iuh’i raps, 
which beat Hand render It unfit for the dogs to drink. Some- 
tlmee an awning may be of great benefli. 

In many establishments one or two good dogs ars kept In- 
do irs, which are forbidden to roam about in the garden on s-- 
oount of tbe Injury they would cause there. It may be required 
to exercise them thoroughly, and If so the owner has to resort 
to artlflclal means, nslng a ball, or a cat-skin tied at the end of a 
fishing-rod or long cane, and dangled before them. In tbe first 
ease. If tha dog will fetch and cirry, a gpeat amount of exercise 
can be gone through at tbe cost of a comparatively trtfiing exer¬ 
tion on the part of the owner, who has only to keep on throwing 
away the ball for the dog to run after. Half an hour or so a 
day of such violent exercise will keep most dogs In good health, 
but It U particularly desirable that all their leisure Ume should 
not be pasted In-doors before a fire, ss nothing tends to demoral¬ 
ise a dog mote than want atfrmh eHr. No house Is qolle desti¬ 
tute of a yard of some sort, where a kennel can be fixed np for 
the dosi’s recepUon during some part of the day. Fuller descrip¬ 
tion of tbe method of sxerctslng by means of a skin and long 
cans will be given In tbe article on bull-terriers, at It Is a form 
of excitement more peculiarly adaptable to vermin dogs, partly

OBOOMMO. 

A greet deel In e dog's eppeerence depends upon whether his 
owner hse him welt groomed or not. This most useful operetton 
hes probebly nerer been reso r ted to by scores of ezblblto^ who, 
on showing their dogs, ere surprised to Bod tbet they compere 
unfkTorebly with othen In the condition of their coete. Oroom- 
Ing, to be effectlTe, most be oonstent end thorough. A cesuel 
orerheollng with e dirty brush oooe In two or three months dees 
not et ell represent our views on the subject; but It Is very herd 
to convince tome kennelmen of the ben^t proper grooming een 
bestow on the dogs’ costs. Letterly etteotlon hM been directed to 
thu metter, end the result hes been the eppeerence of severel 
eppUencee which ere more or lees effective es elds to the cenine 
toilet. Conspicuous emongst Inventions which ere reelly service- 
eble is the katr-glom, end no breeder of smooth-coeted dogs 
should be without some of these In his kennel. In the esse of 
the long-belred verletles e course comb end dendy-brusb ere 
sbout 1 ^ tbet ere necessery. Very herd brushes, es e rule, ere 
best evolded; they mey do no berm to e thoroughly heelthy cast, 
but the tUn even of e heelthy dog is pecullerly susceptible of 
Irrltetion, end eny undue stlmulns mey stert him scretchlng till 
be Is elmost rew. A herd brush mey therefore Infleme eome 
pustule on the skin, end before the Injury Is discovered e dog 
mey beve disfigured himself for months to come. A herd short- 
bristled brush, if constently used, is elso lleble to remove more 
heir tti«n Is necessery, end thereby Injure the dog’s eppeerence. 

Meny dogs ere very fidgety when they ere being groomed, 
end throw themselves ebout In e menner which renders 
the” operetlon e tedious one. There Is no remedy for this 
bn * petience, end eftcr e dog once becomes sccustomed to 
his morning’s grooming, he soon gets to like It, end seems 
to look forweid to the luxury. It It elweys desirable to cbeln 
him up when grooming Is cerried on. In cese he breeks ewey end 
gets Into mischief. The modut opttundi Is very simple, but we 
heve elweys found It best to let the dog lie down, end do es 
much of his legs es poesible Jtnt. The reeson of this Is 
tbet during the grooming of his lege e dog very often 
Hes down end fidgets ebout, end In this wey geU his cost ell 
covered with sewdust or whetever mey be leld on the Boor of the 
kennel. This Is not so ennoylng when bis buck end sides beve 
yet to be groomed, end be cen return to bis bench neet end tidy.. 
The lege should be thoroughly rubbed with the brush or heir- 
glove, cere being teken to puss the bend In the direction the cost 
runs, or Insteed of benefiting the cost it will be injured by being 
msde rougher then It wes before. Attention should then be 
directed to the heed end eure; the beck must next be done, end 
the proceedings terminete by brushing out the tell. Under ordl- 
nery clrcnmstences the heir-glove is sufficient for smooth-coated 
doge, but lU bristles are neither long nor stout enough to pene¬ 
trate the Jackets of the long-belred verletles. When the letter 
heve to be dealt with e dendy-brush will usually suffice, the comb 
only being resorted to when the cost is knotted end Ungled up. 
In using the comb the operator should be es gentle as he cen, for 
If be drags tofts of hair out be hnrU the dog end Injures his 
eppeerence. A thorough combingout Is an excellent practice 
before e dog is washed, as it helps to remove all superfluous 
hairs, but when the coat is wet It Is always more or less tangled, 
and should not be combed. As we have said before, systrmatlc 
grooming Is et the bottom of meny e dog’s blooming condition, 
end no morning should go by without strict etteotlon being paid 
to bis toilet. Careful grooming also assists greatly In the 
destrbctlon of flees end other vermin, end renders the coat sweet 
and clean. 

We mey remark tbet these hinta on grooming refer solely to 
general management, end no allusion Is made here to any special 
attention show dogs may require In the course of their prepara¬ 
tion for exhibition, as such will be fnlly gone ifito In the chapter 
on exhibiting. A good mb over with e large dry cbemois leather 
after the brushing out Is completed Is an excellent termination 
to the grooming, but In ordinary cases is not so essential as the 
brush or hair-glove. 

wasHnro. 

No very great skill Is required, under ordinary circumstances, 
to wash a dog, providing the necessary appliances are at hand. If 
the weather Is warm, end the dog of a hardy constltutloo, the 
chances of his catching cold ere very smell, but In cold weather 
the chief difficulty la to get him dry before replacing him In bis 
kennel. It should be borne In mind that almost ell dogs strongly 
object to being washed, end ere prepared to make an effort to 
escape et a moment’s notice. If they succeed In .doing to the 
result la usually disastrous; for. In addition to wetting everything 
In the bouse, a dog Invariably, If he cen, goes outside to roll, and 
If be does so, bat to be wtsb^ over again. If bis collar Is worn 
during his ablutions. It Is very IlkelT to stein bis neck, as It 
probebly requires a wash Itself, end the best plan Is to have a 
dean le^er strap handy to put ou your dogs while they are 
being washed, and which la reserved for this purpose only. Borne 
people melntdn that they cen hold a dog by the scraff of the 
neck when they are washing him, but their grasp when be Is cov¬ 
ered with soap must be very precaiioos. 

In some cases, where a number of dogs heve to be washed, end 
the object is more to deanae their skins then to get them up for 
show purposes, no tub It used, but they ere merely stood over the 
drain grating In the kennel, end some water poured over them; 
the soap Is then applied, their coats rinsed out with cold water, 
end they are dried and sent back to their kennels. This Is an un¬ 
necessarily untidy end nnsetisfactoiy course, ak. If a tub It used, 
there ne^ be hardly any water split, end the washing cen be far 
mote thoroughly eanied out Tbs best sort of tub is one about 
three feet wide across the top, and tome fifteen to eighteen 
Inches high at the aides. One end of a large barrel sawn through 
makes an admirable tub, and care should be taken to have a hole 
in the bottom, in which a cork Is fitted, as by this means the 
dirty water can be let ran o8 without making an onneceasary 
mess In the kennel. We always bad our own washing-bath 
placed on trestles over the drain near the water-tap In the kennel. 
One end of an Indta-robber tube was placed on the nose of the 
tap, and the other bung over the side of the tub; by this plan 
only the hot water bad to be brought In palls, and any amount of 
cold was at the kennelmaif s disposal wben he required It. As 
toon as the water was done with, the cork was removed and the 
dirty water poured Into the drain, not a tea-cupful being split 
.about tbs kennel, and tbs tub was ready for the second dog by 
the tlrns the flrat was dried, 

Tbe ordinary sppUanosa necessary for washing a dog sre. In 
addition to tbe tub, a large sponge, an empty Jam-pot or other 
small vessel, a lump of soap (white curd for Cbotee) and some¬ 
thing to dry him with. We shall allude to washing for show 
purposes User on. Stand the dog up la the tub, whl^ should be 
three parts fall of moderately hot water, to which a little soda 
may be added, and wet his coat t^orougUf through; this ean be 
done by baling tbs water over him by means o< ths Jam-pot above 
alloded to. When be is saturatad with the water commenoe by 
soaplag his fses and head, and get this completed and washed 
out before you go on to his body, legs, and taU, In the order 
named. Take eate that tbe soap Is well rubbed In, but be earefal 


to let as little as posslbls reaeh bU eyes. The bead oooe done 
with, the rest Is tolerably easy work In tbe cate of most dogs; 
but It U always weU to be prepared for eSorte to eecape being 
made. When be is weU Uthsred all over his body and legs, and 
tbe sodp thoroughly nibbed Into his skin, tbe Jam-pot must be 
again resorted to, to remove the soap by baUng the water over 
him. Finally, before lifting him out of tbe tub, It U weB to gtve 
the dog a douche of cold water, as It not only c ls a n sss bis Jacket 
of the soap, but diminishes the chances of hts tsklng cold. Our 
arrangement of tbe India-rubber tube referred to above was here 
parUculariy servleeable, as the cold stream could be so readily 
applied to any part of the body. 

When removed from hts tub a dog Is always anxious to shake 
himself, and rub himself on tbe ground; to tbe first proceeding 
there Is not much objection, but the disadvantages of the latter 
are obvious. Before lifting him out of the tub, he should be 
partially dried by means of the sponge, and tbe towels will com¬ 
plete this part of the operation. When there Is no fear of his 
taking cold, tbe dog can be returned to bis kennel, where It Is 
desirable that some clean straw should be provided for him. 

Dogs kept In the house should be washed oooe every week or 
ten days; those out of doors about every three weeks or a month 
in Summer, and leas frequently In tbe cold weather. Washing Is 
not so nnrrrssrj where grooming la strictly attended to, but an 
occasional bath benefits a dog considerably. Many persons use 
brown or soft soap, but In breeds which show white this Is ob¬ 
jectionable, as It causes the coat to appear yellow after being 
used. 

VSRMnt. 

If not properly attended to in tbe way of grooming and wash¬ 
ing, all dogs are sure to be pestered with vermlp. Tbe remedies 
for clearing them of such tormenti are very numerous, but we 
have found the most ordinary means tbe most effective. Fleas 
ean generally be got rtd of by rubbing the dog thoroughly over 
with oil, from the tip of bis nose to the end of bis tall, and then 
washing him In water to which a little Goody’s fluid or solution 
of permanganate of potash has been added. The oil should be 
left on three or four hours, and If thoroughly applied completely 
settles the fleas. Carbolic add In the water and carbolic soap 
are also efficacious, but a too constant application of such reme¬ 
dies is apt to Injure the dog’s coat. Quassia chips are an excel¬ 
lent remedy In mild cases. Qet two or three ounces from a 
chemist, and steep In boiling water; let them remain In it for 
some hours, and then drain off the liquor Into the water In which 
tbe dog is to be washed. 

Lice are very troublesome, and often will not yield to the above 
remedies. White piecipiute powder will Invariably destroy them, 
butmust be used very canttously, or it srlll poison the dogs. It 
shodU be applied dry to the coat, as It wet there Is danger of 
the dog being poisoned by abrorblng It Into bis skin. Tbe 
patient should be securely muszled, as a small dose In tbe mouth 
Is sure to act fatally. The powder must be well brushed out 
with a dry brush In one or two hours, and care must be taken 
that the dog does not get wet. 

Ticks are frequently found on the bodies of dogs which have 
been neglected, and are most troublesome to cure. They burrow 
Into tbe skin, and hold on most pertinaciously. White precipi¬ 
tate powder bm generally to be resorted to. In order to get rtd of 
them, and should be applied at stated above. 

If tbe benches and bedding are not periodically cleaned and 
removed, vermin of some sort or other are sure to make their ap¬ 
pearance in the kennels with disastrous rasulU. 'The only rem¬ 
edy Is a thorough purification; the walla and partitions most be 
at once white or Ume-washed, and tbe floor, benches, and Iron¬ 
work well scrubbed, a good proportion of carbolic add or 
Condy’a fluid being added to tbe water used for the purpose. If 
discovered In time, and stringent measures are taken for their 
extermination, vermin eoon disappear, but when allowed time 
to settle down they soon spread all over the building and occupy 
every crack In It. No time, therefore, should be lost In meeting 
tbelr first appearance. Oa the other hand, vermin are sometimes 
confounded with effects arising from heated blood; and when¬ 
ever a dog seems nnessy, an owner should make thorough ex¬ 
amination, and satisfy himself that It Is really vermin which 
cause tbe Irritation. 

Vermin win very seldom appear In dogs which are weU 
groomed, bnt they must occasionally be communicated by means 
of dogs met in the streets, and eep^ally at shows. An Inspec¬ 
tion of all dogs on their return from exhibition will, therefore, be 
oftentimes profitable, as by discovering the presence of Insects In 
good time, a check on their advance ean be made.

Whether a dog Is an acquisition or not as a household compan¬ 
ion very much depends upon his habits of cleanliness; for noth¬ 
ing can be more offensive than an In-door pet upon whose be- 
bavlor no rellsnce can be placed. In the case of an old dog 
accustomed to live outside, and who has not been taught In his 
youth, we fear tbe Inculcation of cleanly habits will be a dUBcnlt 
matter. Tbe whip Is tbe only remedy which can be applied, 
and its application should be neither light nor meagre. With 
puppies the matter Is usually far simpler, and they eoon acquire 
good manners If once oonvineed that punishment Is the certain 
result of dirty habits. Before the whip Is resorted to, the of¬ 
fender should always be taken to the place where tbe /oux pai 
occurred, and the enormity of his conduct pointed out to him In 
stern bnt not passionate tones. A sound whipping should next 
be immediately followed by his expulsion from the room, and on 
hts return from out of doors no further notice need be taken of 
hts offense against good numners. After a few repetitions of 
this treatment tbe dog will understand what he Is punished for, 
and will gradually lem to avail himself of tbe opportunltlee pro¬ 
vided by his periodical runs outside. Borne reaort to the syrtem 
of spre^ng pepper on the place where he misbehaved, and rub¬ 
bing tbe dog's nose in It, and this U often effeeUve In obstinaU 
cases, bnt Is an unnecessary aevertty In teaching young dogs. 
The op p or tu nities for runs outside already alluded to. It need 
haiAy bo said, must be regularly given;* and It must never be 
torgcAten that a dog cannot, like most animals, void his urine by 
one act, bnt la obliged to expel It In small portloiu and by m any 
separate efforts: much suffering may be caused by forgetting 
this. Indoor pets should always bo flowed a run tbe last thing 
at night, and several outings during the day; else they cannot 
be expected to bo clean, and It Is emslty to punish a dog for 
what bo cannot help. Expeitenoe baa taiight os one thing, which 
Is, that one MoroupA whipping does more good and lass harm to 
a dog than a series of minor eorreettons. He reaerabors It tar 
longer, and la hla heart kaowshe dsaarvnd It for somathlag or 
other, even It he has not learnt what the aetoal oftauae U; bnt 
If ha la always being aeoldad sad slightly puaUhed, hla ssaatar 
soon appears la the tight of a pansentor, ^ the dog bseomas 
altbar permanently eowed, or pethapa turns savage, aad tharaby 
unfitted for aa Indoor oompaaloo.

mat and iAoroepA i p. It Is no use tooling the outside of a bite 
with a little oaastle; the stick must be well worked Ms the 
wound, and wUl cause oooaldarabls pain and subsequant Inflara- 
matlon. Often, however, this reme^ Is not at haad—though a 
stick of eaustle Is a useful appeudaga to sny kennel—and other 
means have to be adopted. Avery ooramon practice laUo pinnge 
the Injured part In hot salt aad water, and keep It thare tor some 
minutes; sad this Is supposed to draw the poim (If say) out of 
tte wound. Mr. Thomas Scorboflo, maasgw of tbs Doo' Home 
at Battenea, Informs us of a remedy which be Invariably causes 
to be applM to any of bis attendants who are bitten badly. 
It consists of a large poultice of carbonate of soda, made 
Into a past* with water, aad applied to the wound 
on a piece of linen. It should be kept on the wound about 
two hours, wetting the cloth with cold water every few minutes 
to keep the poultice moist. The thousands of stray dogs—by 
far tbe most dangerous class—which have passed through Mr. 
Beborfaorio’s haads render aay appUcatlon which receives bis sup¬ 
port valuable; and we may sM that we have his authority for 
sUting that an undoubtedly rabid dog bit aa acquaintance of 
his, who at once applied a carbonate-of-soda poultice, and lived 
for years afterwards without suffering any 111 effects. A cele¬ 
brated veterinary surgeon at Bath also states that be has tried 
this remedy (wl^ so far, no failure) In many cases of bites from 
rabid dogs. It Is nnneoeesary for ns to go Into tbe subject of 
hydrophobia here, or allude to the varlons recoveries which have 
been said to follow tbe treatment of alleged cases by the admin¬ 
istration of curare, the Blrling or other cures; but, from what 
has been published, the benefit of prolonged and often-repealed 
Tuiklsh or vapor batbs should not be overlooke.1 by soy who 
have had tbe misfortune to be bitten. 

One word is, however, necessary In defense of the dog. Many 
are annually mistaken for mad, and literally hunted to death by 
Ignorant people, to whom tbe cry of " mad dog ” la equivalent 
to positive proof that tbe animal Is Infected wltt rabies. With¬ 
out underrating the fearful dangers that may arise from a real 
case of this disease, we would at the same time caution owners 
not to hurriedly destroy every animal that behaves In a suspicions 
manner. If only for tbe reason that It Is very desirable to know 
how many eases of genuine rabies really do occur. An owner, 
whenever an animal gives cause for suspicion, should secure It 
In, a quiet place from which escape Is Impossible, and where It 
will not be disturbed. It Is very possible the quiet may soothe 
the excited nervous system, and cure tbe eccentric behavior which 
first caused suspicion. Meantime, of course, tbe dog should not 
be bandied unless absolutely necessary,and ought to be carefully 
watched, that the development of every symptom may bo noted; 
It need hsrdlv be said that competent opinion should be sought 
at an early stage. We need only observe here that rabid dogs 
often drink water greedOy, contrary to tbe popular belief. The 
principal early symptoms of genuine rabies are a shrinking 
from light and a desire to bide In oornera; a propensity to gnaw 
and worry objects within reach, and to swallow bits of sticks, 
buttons, hair, filth, etc.; a disinclination to come When called, 
and often a scared and wild appearance without apparent cause. 
The last sign Is, however, valueless as regards a dog which has 
been bunted In the Inhuman manner too common. 


The Eastern Field Trlals-Mr. Wanmaker’s Opinion of 
the Awards. 

Cool Spbibo, N. C. 

Editor Cbicaoo Fibld ;—Having read. In the Cbkuso Fibu> 
of the 20tb of Dec.,1871), the report of the Eastern field trials, u 
furnished by your correspondent, I desire to give thanks to him 
publicly for bis fair and noMssed report of tbe heats In which I 
acted as handler. I do this with a feeling of genuine pleasure, 
as he was an entire stranger to me then, and is nearly so now. 
Any person not directly Interested In that trial will, I think, In 
tbe main agree with him as to Raleigh’s superiority over Jennie, 
and consider that, properly Judged, he should have been declared 
the winner of the aU-aged stakes. The Judges, however, have 
not, at least to my knowledge, published tbe scores made by the 
running dogs, so that one cannot criticise their figures. And 
right here f deem It pertinent to Inquire why they have omitted 
to officially publish tbe records of these trials. 

Is It not the first time in tbe history of field trials that such 
publication has been withbeldl Many sportsmen prefer the 
Judgments rendered by those in charge, officially declared, to a 
report from any correspondent, however able. It Is publicly 
known that Dr. Jarvis protested against tbe decision as rendered 
by tbem In tbe brace stakes, also that he claimed bis brace 
Raleigh and Lorna to be tbe winners. He and I want to know 
from tbe Judges tbe figures of merit of the braces, as they made 
tbsm. It U not satisfactory to hear or read simply, “They, the 
Judges, tbonght that Raleigh and Lorna ran too close together 
for a brace i^ormance.’’ I respectfnUy request tbe Jud^ ta 
publish tbe records. 

I have no more desire to find fault now than I had at the 
time when Jennie In her heat with Raleigh flushed, whan I de¬ 
clined to make any statement to tbe Judges, preferring that Tail- 
man, tbe handler and owner of Jennie, should tell the story him¬ 
self. Tbe Judges omitted to soon tbe Hush, not for want of • 
Information, since Tallman told them that the bird was not more 
than ten feet from his Uteb, bnt because they bad agreed to 
record nothing which they did not see personsUy; and ta one 
Judge bad been, by an associate, asked the time of day, on the 
production of the watch It became necessary for all three Judges 
to scrutinise the dial at one and the same time: hence they did 
not see Jennie flush. Things look so qneerly to me down here, 
though In feet I couldn’t understand them at the time. There are 
several things I taU to get thron|^ my “ swarthy “ bide, but I’D 
mention only one or two.

Eventually he got well and I educated him, and at seven and 
eight months old he worked and pointed like aa old dow, and 
was so atannch that I conld above him on hla game by eroding 
him on tbe rump by tee knee. I had him nntil he was tom 
years old when he was poisoned. I got to the office where he 
WM that day Just In time. Mr. Porter told me be waa 
acting atran^y. He shook all over, and would run 
to Porter and teen to the water-paU. I caUed him out and he 
would void water every few minutes. Aasoon as possible I gave 
him a quarter of a pound of lard. In warm water, ao soon aa he 
owrilowed be went Into spasms or fits. I gave him more 
water and Ipecac, and In about five minutes be vomited all ouL 
I gave him some rich beef tea before bed-time, and In tbe morn¬ 
ing be waa ready for bis breakfast of hard-boiled mush. 

I used him that season and sold him sometime In tee Winter 
for 850. He lived butoneyear when some Ill-natured brute gave 
him hU fatal dose at Franklin, Pa. Mr. King, who owned him, 
would not have taken 8100 for him. The dog would do anything 
In the nay of tricks which were Uught him. He waa a worker on 
grouse. 

I write this that It may save some popples and doga from death 
by poison or distemper. In the latter, U It does not run, take 
wbrat-bran, put In a bag and pour hot water over It, and make 
It like mush, and put tbe dog’s bead In the bag: wrap tight 
mound neck and steam well twenty minntes, every day three 
Ume^ until tee dog runs freely from hU nose. In addition, give 
Urn, four times a day, one teblespoonful of ood-llver oil, to keep 
his bowels open, if constipated. I never lost but one puppy in ten 
years and bred twice every year—pointers and Irish aettera I 
am to loose tbe first one yeU 

To cure mange with ease, uso hog’s lard one pound, carbolic 
acid (cry.tals) one-quarter ounce. It never failed to cure even 
smril puppies at two and three weeks old. Rub lard and acid 
under hair when warm and melt lard and put acid In. and wash 
with Castile soap clean. 

It Is a g^ plan to give a bitch that has puppies a Ublespoon- 
fid of sulphur In her food, at two meals. If It loosens the pup- 
plea’ bowels give less. O. C.

Editoh Cnicaoo Tuna:—Upon my return from New Torfc, 
Jan. 11, my atteotloa wa* called to a very Intareatlng communi¬ 
cation from Dr. Rowe, of tha.CKioAoo Tiabn, publlahed in your 
laaue of that data, relaUee to the lUleit trafflc In (ima in thi* 
atata. With your parmlaalon I dMire to atata my rlewa upon the 
gam* law of IlMnola, beUering that Um ezparience of a practical 
game hunter for orer twanty-Sra year* ahould prore of ralua to 
our Uw-maken, and terra at a guide to thoae who frame our 
etatutaa for the protection of game. Twenty-four ymra ago I 
came to lUloolt, tattled In tha heart of the atata, and, with the 
ezoeptlon of tuch time at haa bean ocenpied by my public 
matchM throughout the country and In Eoiland, I hare hunted 
for the market, acquiring thereby a thorough and practical knowl¬ 
edge of the habiu of game. 

1 am an American by birth, and having In my public character 
a* a aportaman met and defMted upon their own ground* all the 
crack thota of England (an achievement I have reaaon to believe 
I ahall aoon be ^led upon to repMt), my poaltlon before the 
public bat aaanmed ancb a national character at to awaken 
within me a atrong feeling of pride In all that la American. At 
a eltlien of Illlnol^ thia tame feeling centeri In that etate aa 
the home of my family, and all that pertalna to Ite Intereata will 
find In me enpport or defente, aa clrcumatancea require. Or. 
Rowe, In the letter referred to, quotM the provlalona of the law 
bearing upon the protection of game, ahootlog and aelling, and 
gIVM notice In umiatakable language that be will “ vigoroutly 
pmaecuta any violation of the law which he may become cogni¬ 
sant of," etc. Tbit it well, and ao enthnalaatlc a champion of 
any cause ahould have the hearty co-operation of all law-abiding 
cltiseoa. I am a lover of Held eporta, and my life haa made a 
aportaman of me In the atricteat aenae. Therefore, I realise the 
all-important fact that our game birds must Sod protection In 
the law, or their reckless slaughter out of season, by the Igno¬ 
rant, thoughtless, or unprincipled hunter, will surely end In their 
extermination. But In a law framed several years ago to pro¬ 
tect game during the breeding term, la it not possible that want 
of practical information as to the change which has been going 
on during the past fifteen years In the condition of the country 
and Ita effect upon game birds, makes some of Its provlstona, 
when applied to the condition of things to-day. Inoperative, In 
a manner, for the purpose intendedt Has this point 
been seriously considered of late, and Is the game law, as It now 
atanda, a perfect one! I think not I heartily austatn Dr. 
Rowe's position and determination to prosecute all violators of 
this law, but I deem It essential that to attain the end sought, 
some changes should be made In the time for the opening and 
doting of the shooting season—a change which will more surely 
protect and aid In the propagation of game birds In our state 
than the present law. It must be remembered that I would 
refer more particularly to pinnated grouse, or prairie chickens, 
quails, and ruffed grouse, they being a class of game birds most 
recklessly slaughtered out of season, and more in danger of ex¬ 
termination than all other*. Under the present law pinnated 
grouse or prairie chickens cannot be hunted between the 1st 
day of December and the ISth day of August, nor quail or ruffed 
grouse between the 1st day of January and the 1st day of Octo¬ 
ber. This was very well twenty or more yMrs ago, when I first 
commenced to hunt In Illinois. The country was then but 
sparsely settled and the coveys were batched In good eeaaon, 
permitting ibe young birds to become strong and able to protect 
themselves earlier In the seaaon than la possible at the present 
time. The rapid settlement of the country and consequent In¬ 
crease In the cultivation of land baa changed the status in the 
breeding of game birds. To-day the farmers destroy thousands 
of nests when plowing the fields, compelling the birds to breed 
a aecond time in the seaaon, bringing forth their 
broods later than waa contemplated by the existing 
law, which, ss a consequence, permit* the hunter to go 
into the field and slaughter thousands of young birds before they 
are III tor game or able to protect themselves, as I believe the 
law contemplatM they should be- In my opinion the present 
shooting season opens too early. The bli^ may be of go^ site, 
but ther are too young and cannot fiy far or fast, and thus fall an 
easy prey to boy* imd amateur shooters, who slaughter them for 
pIsMure only, and In such numbers that but a small per centage 
are ever used, for the weather Is hot and they spoil before It Is 
possible to convey them to market. If the Spring It warm and 
modeiMely dry the brood* of quail and grouse are large, and the 
young birds grow up strong, so at to be able to fly fast and go a 
good ulstance when the shooting teaton begins. When the 
Spring It cold and wet many broods are lost through the nMt* 
being drowned out. Tbe brood* which are hatched out are small, 
and tha yo'uog birds have a hard time of It until Summer begins. 
Tha young pinnated grouse are not hatched until early In June at 
the earliest. The breeding time varies according to tbe season 
and the situation, but every seaaon there are some broods early, 
some late, and some very late, tbe latter being brought off hy 
heut which have lost their first nMta in tbe manner I have before 
referred to. 

By tbe 15th of August soma of the brood* are toll grown, but 
they are then tame, and, having grown ao rapidly, are weak on 
the wing, andsoon tire. It la at this time that tha indlaeriminate 
and maroUest slaughter of game, which I underetand tbe law 
alma to prevent, talcM place. Not longer ago than last July I 
know of young men In my own township who eommeoeed shoot¬ 
ing bird*. Later in tbe season, when the law permitted, I went 
Into the field In the same vieinity, and found the covey* badly 
broken up, being able to raise then only two or three at a time; 
whereas If the law had not been vlolatad by Umm young man 
(and In some Instance* older one*) the coveys would have been 
full and near to maturity when the shooting eeaaon opened, 
affording not only good game for tha legitimate aportaman and 
msrkat hunter, but iMvIng for this year'* breeding a snlBcleot 
numberof Hrds to propagate the spade*. Dr. Rowe^ announced 
ernstd* against the pot-hnnlen will meet with the approval of 
evsry reasoning and thinking cltlsen, be he sportsman or othai^ 
wise. 

Every tnm aportaman, whose skill I* snffdent to make It a 
paying nndart^ng for him to shoot for the market, will, I am 
■ura, agrna with me whan I advocate a ehaage In the data law, 
■Baking It unlawful to shoot gronas until the 16th of September, 
Bud other bird* eomspoadlagly late In tha aaaaon, and axtead 
the eloa* aaaaon a tnonih later than at present prorlM fOr. The 
priaMt law providm that havlog In poaaaatlon shall b* taken a* 
‘ prime /hsl* evldanoe that the aame waa ensaarad, trapped, 
netted, or killed In vtolatton of tbts act." While I can eocMdve 
of tha n eeesa lty for a aavam oonatmctlaa of this "evtdaae*" waU 
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on In the dose season, I can conceive how Injuatloe can be dealt 
oat to the honest deaim and hunter by a haaty t^nf of " pos- 
aeas l on " aa evidenM of violation of law during the £«t days of 
the dose saaaon. 

Tha hunter may come to market on tbe 37th of November or 
DsMmbar with a good bag of lawfully killed game. Be must 
sell for his family's sake, yet the dealer dom not pnrehsae unlea* 
certain of dlspo^g of the same within three days, for “ possee- 
tlon la taken as prime /ads evidenM " of having violated the law. 

But I have oonlldenM that neither Dr. Rowe nor any one else, 
however aealons they may be to uphold the game laws of onr 
state, would knowingly add persecution to proeecutlon, even In 
a good Muae. I trust thoM mMt Interested will give the subject 
of our game law their most aarlona conalderation, and I know of 
no better way than for them to consult witfa'practleal huntera 
In tbe field, obtain the rMulta of their experience a* well aa their 
views upon the subject, and ao amend the present atatutaa that 
the end sought may ^^ore surely attaint. Tha advanM in 
dvlllxatlon works cha^^ In climate, and even aeaaons are 
known to be affected by the turning of thesoll, growth, and felling 
of timber. 8o also dom It produce changes In the habits and 
fate of native game. Let our legislators note these cbanges,and 
provide a law for tbe protection of game, In keeping with the 
age.

Editob CHicaoo Tuns:—In last Sondsy's Tima appeared a 
very weak defbnse of the sporting-gentry's kid-gloved game law, 
a law that permits you to ride out In your carriage on tbe 4th of 
July and slaughter woodcock, and on the 15th of August, bag 
tbe little half-grown prairie chlckeiu, merely (or the sport of the 
thing—for every one know* that more than three-fourth* of all 
tbe game killed at that time of the year will get fly-blown and 
stink before it Mn be got to market. There Is not a boy In the 
country but know* that In August, In order to secure a whole 
covey of prairie chickens. It Is only necessary to let loose the 
dogs, raise tbe covey, shoot tbe mother of tbe flock, and have 
your tport slaughtering tbe young. Ask any .rwetanrant or hotel 
keeper In thq city, and they will tell you that woodcock, quail, or 
prairie chickens killed In August or September are poor, misera¬ 
ble things, while In tbe Winter they are (at and nice. But then It 
Is too cold for these kid-gloved fellows to venture out, hence 
the law as dictated by them. In order to convlqce any one not 
Interested In the falr-WMtber law that It was enacted 
In the Interest of sportsmen. It la only necessary to refer 
to that part of section 1 relating to the killing of wild 
geese, duck, brant, etc.. In tbe night-time. These are migratory 
birds; here this year, and thousands of mllm off next year. 
Why not allow tbe honest hunter to kill them In tbe night-timel 
Simply because Mr. Sportsman does not want them disturbed, 
that he may ride out In the day-time and enjoy tbe sport of 
hunting them with hla dog aud gun. Out upon such laws. 
Olve us a law that will not permit the killing of game until It 
is grown, to as to be able to look out (or Itself, and be of some 
value and fit (or use If sent to market, and all lovers of game 
for Its Intrinsic worth, will stand by tbe law- Tours,

THE FIELD TRIAL DERBY. 

We have received Inquiries requesting ns to explain the age 
pnpplM are eligible to the National American Kennel Club Field 
Trial Derby, the mode of entering them and bow tbe entry money 
will be awaked. 

So far, the date which tha club limited tbe age of popples Is In 
controversy. We are under tbe Impression April 1st Is tbe date; 
Mr. Deir, the secretary pro lens, of the meeting. Is of tbe same 
opinion, as also Mr. L. H. Smith; but Mr. Luther Adams Is 
equally satisfied that May 1st Is the date. President Raymond 
should decide quickly and settle the date, as the day on which 
the entrlM close, April 1st, Is rapidly approaching. 

Supposing, however, April 1st to be the date of limit of age, 
all puppies which were whelped on or aJUr April Isl are eligible, 
and those whelped prior, say March 81st, Mn not be entered. 
The entriM will have to be addressed to tbe secretary of the 
club, who will give doe notice where they are to be addressed. 
Accompanying each entry must be the name of tbe pup py, sire 
and dam, an accurate description, giving color and sex, and 
whether pointer or setter, date of birth, and tbe entrance fee, 
five dollars. All puppies which start will pay ten dollars addi¬ 
tional before starting. Any number of pupplM, the property of 
one owner, can run (or this stake. 

The forfeit money will be divided between the first, second 
and third dogs In tbe Mme proportion as tha three hundred dol¬ 
lars added money by the club, of which one hundred and fifty 
goM to the first, oue hundred to the second, and fifty to third 
puppy. Supposing there should be one hundred entries, which 
there should be at least, there would be five hundred dollara for^ 
felt money. Estimating that twenty should start, there would 
be (onr hundred dollars forfeit money, of which the winner would 
get two hundred, making the amount he would win,with the one 
hundred and fifty added by the clnb,tbrM hundred and fifty dollars. 
The second puppy would get one hundred and thirty-three dol¬ 
lars and thirty-four cents of the forfeit money. In addition to the 
one hundred added by the club, making tbe amount be would 
win two hundred and thirty-three dollara and thirty-four cents, 
which would leave to the third dog sizty-siz dollars and sIxty-sIx 
cents of the forfeit money, and fifty dollars added by tbe club, 
making a total of bis winnings of one hundred and sixteen dol¬ 
lara and sixty-alx cents. 

We hope the number of entriM will be large; they certainly 
should be. Aa all eotrlM will be sent to the sporting press to 
be published. It will be a good opportunity for the owners of 
young stock to let the public know what they have on band. 
Entering a pnppv doM not prevent It from being sold, but, on the 
contrary, enbancM Its value, h Ite engsgement In tbe Derby gOM 
with It, and glvM the purchaser tbe ^vllege of running In tbe 
race If he should dMlre to. By one owner entering several 
puppies he Is sure to have one or more good oom to start, m from 
them he can select the mMt promlelng. 

We have before pointed out tbe ImportanM to sportsmen of 
enconraglng and supporting field trials and In no more effectual 
way can they do It than by making liberal entriM to the National 
AmerlMn Kennel Club's first AmeriMn Field Trial Derby.

The Gulf Coaat of Florido. 

(OonUMued.) 

DBBR Stalking and fisb fisbino. 

(From our special corrospondcnt.) 

Early on Wednesday morning I started to return to North. 
Creek, the scene of our previous night’s Are hunt. In bops .of 
getting another shot at deer, which we had found were plentiful 
In that locality. Mr. Webb told me to keep well to tbe right, 
after leaving tbe trail at the rear of the farm, and that If I did 
not I would strike a large tract of scrub live-oak thickets; that 1 
could not get through them and would have to go a long way out 
of my coarse to get around them. I had beard a great deal 
about these Impenetrable scrub oak thickets, and was anxious to 
see one. Beslde^ I am liberally endowed with that peculiar nat¬ 
ural quality which In the mule Is termed stubbornness, and was 
anxious to And a thicket that I could not get through. So I 
kept well to tbe left, and sure enough after I had gone a half or 
three-quarters of a mile from tbe farm I felt my legs becoming 
seriously entangled In what at Ant seemed to be a vine of some 
kind running on and near the ground, but on examination I at 
once concluded It was tbe mucb-talked-of and much-dreaded 
scrub live-oak. It baa something tbe appearance of a grape-vine 
in places. It runs every way from the root and Intertwines 
Itself among the scrub palmetto and other vegetation In the most 
Intricate and provoking manner possible. It Is crooked, gnarly, 
full of knots, thorns, and altogether forms one of the most disa¬ 
greeable jangles I ever undertook to explore. 

Proceeding further Into tbe thicket. It became denser, and of a 
larger growth, reaching a height of six to ten feet I got down 
on my hands and knees and tried to crawl under It, but It was 
thicker on the ground than a foot or two above, so I got up 
again. My Aesh crawled, however, as I thought of the chances I 
Incurred of stepping on a rattlesnake, or walking up a panther In 
this paradise of theirs. I could not see three feet from me In any 
direction except straight up, and I verily walked ” by faith and 
not by sight.” 

Old Rover, my only companion, who generally kept a few yards 
ahead od me, now came voluntarily to heel, perfectly willing I 
should break the way for him. By hard work I think I made 
fully a quarter of a mile an hour for the next two hours, and this 
with tbe sun beaming down at a “ninety In tbe shade ” rate. 

Finally, about 11 o’clock a. m., I found myself standing upon 
tbe bank of Ihe creek, or perhaps it might more properly be 
termed a river here, for It Is sixty yards wide, with an average 
depth of three to four feet. I stopped and debated, sofus, what 
I should do next—how I could best get out of this jungle. There 
was scrub oak to the right of me, scrub oak to the left of me, 
scrub oak In rear of me, and tbe river In front of me. This oak 
grows so close to the water’s edge as to leave no room there for 
a passage-way—the branches overhanging the water several feet. 

Aa my original plan was to go up the creek a mile or two after 
I reached It, I decided to carry It out, and dropping bock some 
ten or twenty yards from the bank of tbe stream, again com¬ 
menced my tedious march. I moved as cautiously as possible 
and occasionally crawled up to tbe water’s edge and peered 
canttously up and down the stream In search of alligators. Prea- 
ently 1 saw two lying on a low grassy bank away up tbe creek, 
tanning themselves and looking Ilka great black Icga I drew 
back again and proceeded as quietly at possible to a bend In the 
creek that would bring me within range of them. They beard 
me before I reached the point, however, and plunged Into the 
water. I stepped behind a neighboring pine.tree and waited a few 
minutes for them to come up. I did not have to watt long. 
One of them arose to the surface a hundred yarda below me. I 
did not molest him for I thought I could do betUr. In a few 
minutes the other one nit hla eyts out of tbe water near tbe 
opposite bank, not more flan Afty yards away. I looked through 
my globe sight, saw his great black eye glisten In the sunllgbt, 
and pnllsd. He doubled up and bis back came out of tbe water 
until be formed a great half circle. Then h» went down, and 
next bis bead and toil came out approachlngeach other until they 
almost met Then be disappeared again, and at once reappeared, 
doubled and twisted into an almost Indistinguishable moss. 
When be unfolded himself this time be remain^ On top of tbe 
water, laying on hit bock, and then I knew be was ds^. Be 
wss a very large one, some ten or eleven feet long. I was 
anxions to get him out and prese r ve soma of hla teeth, but as I 
bad no boat or other means of teaching him, was unable to do so. 
Another half he«r of bard, tedious crawling look me out of tbe 
scmb oek thicket Into tbe open pins woods, sod I sat down on a 
log near tbe bank of the creak to rest. Bere I saw a scene 
enacted tbe like of which 1 had never witaesasd before, thoogh I 
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bad read and beard of it since tbe days of my early childhood. A 
large Ash-hawk that had bean soaring up and down tbe stream, 
saw a good-slsed Asb lying near the surface of tbs water, and 
folding bU wings close to his body, darted down upon it with the 
velocity of an arrow, eanght It and carried It up Into tbe top of a 
low pine tree, where he prepared to make a meal off It A great 
bald eagle who bad been sitting seeretsd la the top of one of tbe 
tallest pines In tbe oelghboKood, awaiting this opportunity, 
pitched from hla lofty pe^, reefed hla pinions, shot through the 
air like a bolt of lightning and atmck the Asb-hawk with aucb 
forests to send it whirling through the branches of tbe tree. 
The Ash fell to the ground, ^a eagle followed, picked It up and 
carried It away. The Asb-hawk after recovering from tbs effects 
of the shock it had received Aew Into a neighboring tree, and sat 
there for a long tlm^ stleot and sullen, brooding over the bum- 
log Insult he had received, but which, owing to hla Inferior sloe 
and strength, he was powerless to resent. I left the poor bird 
there and went my way, unwllllog to add to hla wrongs by send¬ 
ing a ball after him. 

As I turned to go toward home I entered tbe tract of land that 
had recently been burned over, where the night before Will bad 
killed the buck while we were Are hnoting. I examined the 
ground and saw plenty of fresh slgoa I called Rover In and 
kept him close. As I ascended a slight ridge he caught 
wind of game and looked anxiously to the left. I moved 
cautiously In that dlrertloa a few steps, when a Ane ^two-year-old 
doe, who had been lying under a bunch of scrub oak about thirty 
yards ahead, arose and bounded away to tbe right. After mak¬ 
ing a few jumps she stopped to look and listen, as If not quite 
certain where tbe noise that bad startled her came from. Here 
was my golden opportunity. I stood behind a scrub palmetto 
that almost entirely concealed me from ber searching gaxe. She 
was not over Afty yards away and stood broadside toward me. I 
took my rIAe quickly to my eye. drew a Arm and steady aim on 
her shoulder and Ared. She made a few spasmodic bounds and 
then settled down to a steadier though evidently painful run. 
By this time I had slipped In another cartridge, and as she crossed 
a slight opening In tbe palmettos, probably a hundred and thirty 
yards off, I palled In about three feet ahead of her sod let go a 
second time. Rover bad started for her at tbe Arst shot and as 
she was badly hurt and losing strength all tbe time, be gained 
rapidly upon bar. I stood and watched the race. I saw the 
deer pass along the margin of a pond, three or four hundred yards 
distant, and as she attempted to jump a log she staggered and 
fell. The dog was upon her In a second, and I started In hot haste 
to secure my prise. 

Abe was still alive when I arrived, but I hastily dispatched her 
with my knife. I found on examination that my Arst shot had 
penetrated her shoulder, passed through and out on tbe opposite 
side. Just In front of the other shoulder. My second shot bad 
mlseed entirely. She was probably not running as fast aa I esti¬ 
mated, and I had held too far ahead. I dressed the deer and 
carried her home. 

On arriving at the house, Mr. Griffith, a son-in-law of our host, 
who lives only a mile below, was there with his boat, and kindly 
Informed methat he bad prepared a Ashing jack, and made all 
other necessary preparations to take ns all out Are-Osblng that 
night. 

This Is another species of sport I had never yet tested, and was 
delighted with the prospect of an evening's experience In It. 

As soon as we had eaten supper. It being then dark enough for 
our light to show well upon the water, we started out. Our 
party consisted of Mrs. Guptill, my wife, Mr. Griffith, Will 
Webb, Captain Squyer and myself, six In all. We disposed our¬ 
selves about the boat, so as to trim It to the beat advantage. 

We bad two spears, or grains as tbe natives call them, and a 
harpoon. Will gave Captain 8. one of the spears, me tbe other, 
and took charge of the harpoon himself. Mr. Griffith took the 
Arst stand at tbe stem and pulled us over shoals and around the 
margins of small Islands and oyster bars where tbe best sport was 
to be bad. 

Our fat pine Are In the jack, which occupied the bow, cast a 
brilliant light on the water, enabling us to see tbe smallest Ash 
in three or four feet of water aa plainly as though It were mid¬ 
day. This glaring light coming suddenly upon the Ash seems to 
blind them, and many of them He perfectly still, watching It, 
while others ran wildly hither and thither, completely bewildered. 
They frequently rao their muxiles squarely against the sides of 
the boat. 

By this means tbe Ash are rendered a comparatively easy prey 
to tbe spear. If In the bands of a person who understands throw¬ 
ing It. Our Arst run was over a sand Aat In about two feet of 
water, where lay scattering oyster shells. Here wo were enabled 
for tbe Arst time to study another of tbe eccentricities of nature, 
of which we bad often heard and read, but never before seen 
demonstrated. It Is tbe habit of the sheepshead lying down at 
night and sleeping, the same as any Christian. They lay Aat 
on their back, or rather sharply on their bock, for they are a 
Aat Ash with a sharp back, propped up against an oyster shell and 
using another for a pillow. WlU killed several of them before 
I saw any, and I asked him where he was getting so many sbeeps- 
head. He said he was picking them up out of their beds. Then 
pointing ahead, on my aide of the boat, be said: 

“ There’s one lying against that oyster shell, take him.” 

Said I, “ What, that little white objecti A sbeepshsod la dark 
on hla bimk.” 

“ Tea, but that’s bis belly you are looking at. He’s lying on 
bis back.” 

Bytblstlmswe were ovsr him. I struck; and sure enough 
stuck a prong of tbe spear. Into his belly. We killed a large num¬ 
ber of them In this way daring the evening, and when we had 
secured as many saws cared for, quit ktlUng them, but oceaslon- 
aUy we turned them over gently with the spear, woke them up, 
saw them rub ihelr eyes with their peetoral- Ana (metapboricaUy 
speaking) until fully awake, when they would 

" Dart away 

As If te say, 

Yos don't catch as napping." 

Other varieties of Ash, such as mullst, red-Ash, trout, man¬ 
grove snapper, and othere swim vary rapidly when frightened by 
the light, and In throwing at them one must make a time alloX- 
anee the same os when shooting birds on the wing. Besides, a 
“ depth” allowance must he made. That la, If the Ash be some 
dlstancs away from tbs boat, and you throw at him at an angle 
of, say forty-Ave degrees, you must aim from six to eighteen 
Inches under him, owing to the depth at which he lies below tbs 
surfaoe of the water. Taking these facts, together with tbe mo¬ 
tion of the boat, into consideration, Ar»-Aehlng Is no boys’ play 
after ell, but a genuine and exciting sport, requiring as much 
practice, skill and judgment to become proAdent In It as does 
shooting on the wing. 

Ws ran Into several schools of mallet and It was amusing to 
see tbe rapid speed they mads In getUog away from tbe light. 
Hundreds of needle-dab, a beenUfnl lltUe deuiaen of tbe aalt- 
watsr, sported on tbs surtaes, followsd tbe light and seemed to 
reaUr enjoy lu Indnenoe. We captured several of them and 
I preserred the head of one, which I sbaU add to my eoUeetioo as 
a retie of tbe oeoealoa. 

We killed over a huodred pounds of Ash doriag tba two or 
three bows we were out, amoog which were tbe see trout, drum. 


Aa we pasesd over a sand bar about nine o’clock a great white 
shark cams alongsida to Inapset our cargo and see what our 
headlight was m^e of. Captain Squyer hi^ tbe harpooo In hood 
at tbe time, and when tbe old monster oonM within easy r each, 
plunged It through hla body just back of tbe head. Mr. Shark’s 
curlonlty was satisAed at once, and he beaded for deep water 
with all tbe speed he could command. There were thirty feet 
of line attached to the harpoon and made fast to tbe bow of the 
boat, and os be took it out, WlU, who was then at the halm, 
threw the bow straight toward tite Aeelog carebarion and aa the 
rope tightened up away we went across the bay ot tbe rate of 
al^t Afteen knots an hour. He towed ns back and forth, up 
and down, at this exdtiog rate for Afteen or twenty minutes 
before bis strength failed him In tbe least. The ladles shrieked 
with fright ocei^ooaUy as he made a sadden turn that weU nigh 
capsixed the host, but we went through the basardous ordeal 
safely. FInaUy be weakened and Will poled us np near enough 
to give him one of tbe smaller spears. This, by a lucky shot, 
broke his back, and nothing now remained but to tow him ashore. 
When we reached land all hands went ashore, united their 
strength and hauled him up. He measured eight feet four 
Inches In length, and weighed 887 pounds. 

With this capture we closed tbe evening’s entertainment, and 
went home. 

There are many sportsmen who condemn Are-Ashlng aa a 
species of butchery, and In fact I have always hitherto regarded 
It In that light myself, but since this experience I must admit that 
I rather like It. I should not want to Indulge In It often even 
now, but for an occasional evening, with pleasant companions, 
aa we had on this occasion, and In waters teeming with Ash, as 
do those of the Gulf Coast of Florida, I most accord to It tbe 
blue ribbon for vigorous, exciting, manly sport 

Jack and I held a consultation before retiring that night, and 
decided to start early the next morning for a camp bunt of four 
or Ave days on the Myakka river, ten miles distant,where turkeys, 
deer and other large game ore always plentiful. 

In a future number of the Caicaoo Firld I will describe the 
Incidents of this hunt, which proved to be one of the most excit¬ 
ing and Interesting of tbe entire trip. Coquixa.

Mauled by a Tiger. 


During my sojourn In Rsjputana the following adventure hap¬ 
pened, which might have cost me my life. My abode was some 
six miles from a small military station, and I was busy on one of 
the many new lines of railway there being constructed. The 
doctor of the station was a chum of mine, and we bad determined 
In concert to try to bag some of the tigers that we knew lived In 
tbe hills facing my bungalow, and which were about one mile 
from It, but stretched away In the opposite direction. A shikari 
bad often brought me In word that there were tigers about, and 
one afternoon came in and reported four as being In tbe neigh¬ 
borhood; but It was not often that I had leisure to go out, work 
keeping me at home or up and down tbe line. Being unable to 
go after the four, I was determined to verify tbe fact of their 
presence, as shikaris, unless looked after, are very handy at re¬ 
porting as many tigers as they think their employers will believe 
In; so I strolled out In tbe evening with the doctor, and sure 
enough saw the pugs of all four. This only made us the keener, 
and we went out next day to And that three of them had returned 
In the night, and bad Imprinted their pugs over those of our 
camels made tbe evening before We had a beat that day, but 
did not see any; perhaps we bad not Included sufllcleot ground 
with our beaters, for just before we began a tiger bad killed a 
sheep, but bad been driven off by tbe shepherd. After our un¬ 
successful try, we on our way home went to the spot, and saw the 
carcass of the sheep, and followed the tracks of the tiger to a 
cave. Into which he had retired. We saw traces on the ground 
Inside where the beast had lain down and whisked Its tall about. 

I asked the shepherd how be had driven tlie brute off, and he 
showed me a sling, with which he said he threw stoqes over the 
Intervening bashes. Tbe tiger could not stand being thus 
shelled, and left the carcass after sucking tbe blood. 

Work prevented my looking tbe animal up again for about a 
fortnight, when one day my ’’chupprassle ” came In and told me 
that tbe shikari had come. I told him to admit the mao, who 
came to tbe door, lifted the “chick” (or screen made with slips 
of bamboo to keep out the glare or Ales), and made his salaams. 
He wss a man with rather a nice-looking face, grey whiskers, 
and a subdued expression, and, for bis caste—be was a Bheel— 
a good-looking old man; he was also a man of few words, so 
when I said, ‘‘Is there any news, Kbabarhall’’ ho answered with 
asbort“Hal.” Then I asked him for further particalars, and 
found be had that morning seen the fresh pugs of a tiger coming 
Into the blU that I have iMfore mentioned, and bad followed 
them np a short distance till they went Into a ravine, rocky and 
well-wooded In, in which he was convinced the tiger would pass 
the day. 

Tbe doctor bad that morning turned np to breakfast, and 
everything was propitious; the time of year was tbe middle of Feb- 
raary,wbeD, although the sun la hoi. It la stUl bearable,even In the 
middle of the day. I told the shikari to collect some coollse for 
beaters; be also suggested getting a big drum from the village, 
so I sent off for one, looked to my cartridges, and then went to 
breakfast. After breakfast the riding camels were ordered, and 
we started, accompanied bv a straggling following of beaters, a 
few volunteeia, aome armed with one or two old guns, some with 
bows and arrows, and tbe big drum. After about a mile we had 
to leave our camels In the bed of a river and then go on foot for 
half a mile or so, passing the pngs of the tiger, which were duly 
pointed out by the shikari, who described to us tbe direction they 
went In. Here tbe bulk of tbe beaters were sent off to take up 
their stattons and to get some of them weU up on the hillside, so 
as to leave no chance of tbe tiger escaping upward. One man 
eras left as a vedette In the open country, from which be eould 
command a view of tbe whole hillside, so as to warn ns If tbs 
animal broke, and to let ru know what dlrec'loo he was taking, 
whether up or down tbe hiU. 

We resumed our march, attd shortly came to tbs foot of the 
hlU and chose our stations. The doctor went hrUf-way up, and 
cUmbed on to a huge boulder about the else of a small cottage, 
up which be bad to scramble, Arst taking off hla boots; I did tbe 
stuns on a large rock nearer the foot of tbe bUI whence I was In 
hope that, If the tiger came out In tbe sarrw dirsotion that ^ 
had gone it^ I should be able to cut off his retreat. Tbe hillside 
rose above ms; here large patebee of bare grey rock, there massM 
of rock piled one on the other, and grass and busbss growing In 
between them, making np a soetM of savage beauty and grandeur. 
When ones In poeltloa, 1 made myself aa oomfortable aa possible 
and began to ^mlre the seettery around om; the doctor, I eould 
see, bad arrived athia post, and wasduly on the look-ouL 

I know nothing mate plssssnothan tte Aral ton or Afteen mln- 
ntss before a boat begino, when you ate aatteiMting good sport. 
You have Urns to look about you tUl tbe Arst laint baUoa warns 
you that tba game baa begun to sMve, and you then have to m 
on tbe alert. Tbe booming of the Mg dram came U interva^ 
and In between, tbe eraehlng a< large rocks and stones 
by the heaters, which went daohlng and tumbUng dosrn the hill¬ 
side, making a nolae suffiolsat to stir up any atdmal, mneh less 
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• *bo aaviT loTM pMocfnl toUtode, tod irbom > Terr 
Utti* dUtarfaMM U nmully enoiifb to Mod off to look for more 
quiet quarten.
